EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 42-45 and 56-60 (renumbered as 1-9) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This application is for an anti-vibration device. 

• Claim 42 specifies an anti-vibration device, which requires: 

" ...a molded product comprising gas-cells having a size from 10 to 100 fim, 
wherein the first means and the second means are arranged on the molded 
product, wherein a damping factor of the molded product between the first means 
and the second means is not less than 35 dB/sec, and wherein a flexural rigidity of the 
molded product is from 4. 500 to 9. 800 Mpa. " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claim 42, are not anticipated by, 
nor made obvious over, the prior art of record. 

• Claim 56 specifies an anti-vibration device, which requires: 

<( ...molding a molded product in which a number, shapes and sizes of gas-cells 
are adjusted by controlling an injection pressure, an injection speed, an injection 
amount, a holding pressure, a cooling gradient of a mold, and a cooling time and 
injecting the resin material into the mold; and mounting the first means and the second 
means to the molded product. "
